Dear Mr. Sar.defur: 


We have been advised by our Mr.j-Sales of the action of the Hope 


City Council in recommending that wood be purchased from now until 
March 15. 1931 for burning under one boiler in your electric power plant. 
This action comes very unexpectedly to us in view of the fact that the 
burning of gas in your plant has saved the citizens of Hope a good 
many thousands of dollars each yeear. 


We do. however, appreciate the spirit of the members of the City 


Council in trying to work out some plan to relieve the distress in your 
community, brought about by the severe drouth, although the plan 
adopted forces us to bear the brunt of the sacrifice made. 


We appreciate also the more considerate plan adopted as against 


that proposed in the advertisement that appeared in the Hope Star of 
September 6th. We would like, to correct the impression that this ad- 
vertisement creates— that all the revenue we obtain from the sale of 
gas is sent away to a foreign office. As a matter of fact over eighty 
per cent of the money we take in is spent in the general territory 
where our company operates. We do business on borrowed capital 
and we must borrow capital continually to provide for extensions, im- 
provements and betterments to our facilities to insure adequate gas 
service to tins territory'. Interest on this borrowed money is paid to 
the lenders no matter where they live and dividends are sent to our 
stock holders wherever they may be. The amount of money paid out 
for interest and dividends represents a very very small proportion of 
the money we receive for the sale of gas. over eighty per cent, of which, 
as above stated, is paid out each month in the general territory1 in 
which we operate. Salaries and wages, taxes, insurance, operating 
supplies, et cetera, constitute the bulk of our 
local 
expenditures. 


Furthermore, it is our ambition to even eliminate the sending out of 
the state of interest and dividends as evidenced by our continual ef- 
forts to induce our consumers to become owners of our securities. 


The above explanation is submitted only to correct any impressions 


that our interests are not identical with those of the citizens of Hope. 
These interests are identical and we expect to share the fortunes and 
misfortunes alike with the people we do business with. 


In view of the wishes of Ihc people of Hope, as to the present period 


of depression, we will gladly co-operate in the plan to burn wood 
under one of the boilers in your plant. We consider this a contribution 
toward the scheme to relieve the distress now existing in your com- 
munity, and we believe the plan will also spread a portion of the ex- 
pense of relief equitably among the citjzens of Hope generally as the 
increased power plant costs, due to burning wood, will indirectly af- 
fect every tax payer in your city. 


If our local employees can be of assistance to you in preparing the 


boiler for burning wood— you will find them ready to do so. 


Trusting that conditions responsible for the present distress will 


continue to improve and assuring you of our co-operation in carrying 
out the relief plans, we btg to remain.

No. .1—Big Time Stuff. 


Connie' Mnck was 
23 years old 


when he broke into major league 
baseball as a catcher in 1886 with the 
Washington team, then a member of 
the National League. 


Tho pre-war slogan about Wash- 


ington bejng "First in war. first in 
peace and last 
in 
the 
American 


League" was as applicable a half 
century ago it is was in later years. 
Washington finished last in the Na- 
tional League race of 1886, in spite of 
tho arrival ot the recruit who was to 
occupy so conspicuous ii role in base- 
ball history. 


The year that the youthful Mack 


broke in was noteworthy in a num- 
ber of rcspecSi. As a backstop he was 
introduced to the new-fangled chest 
protectors, an article which bewhisk- 
cred, bellowing old-timers would have 
scorned. At the same time the size 
of the pitcher's box was fixed as sev- 
en feet by four feet. Regularly ap- 
pointed league umpires also were an 
addition to the game. 


Pop Anson's famous Chicago team 


was at the end of its'reign in. win- 
ning the^pennant in 1886. The equiv- 
alent of the world's series that year 
was played with the St. Louis club 
of the American Association, managed 
by Charles A. Comiskey, famous later 
as the Old Roman and owner of the 
Chicago White Sox when the Amer- 
ican League came into being. 


St. Louis won the series, 4 games 


to 2. with a learn featuring such fam- 
out figures as Comiskey at first base, 
Latham, Gleason, Welch, Foutz and 
Hudson. Anson's Chicago array in- 
cluded, .besides himself at first, Pfef- 
fcr, Williamson, Dalrymple. the fam- 
ous Michael J. (King) Kelly behind 
the bat and John Clarkson, the Na- 
tional League's foremost pitcher, do- 
ing most of the box duty. 


The same year established Matt Kil- 


roy of the Baltimore club as strikeout 
king, with 505 victims of his fast ball 
Harry Slovey of the original Athletics 
stole 96 bases and was the leader in 
this specialty. King Kelly, originator 
c£ the famous "Kelly slide," also was 
the batting champion of 1886. But the 
records show no home run monarch 
worthy of the name, although it was 
an age of much heavy hitting. 


Mack, purchased late in the summer 


with four other players, from . Hart- 
ford, played his first game September 
1C, 1886. It was also the debut for 
Oilmore. pitcher who went to the cap- 
ital in the same deal. Known as the 
"Shadow battery" because of their 
slim build, Gilmore and Mack cele- 
brated their debut by helping the Na- 
tional;; to hold the strong' New York 
team to a 1-1 tic in eight innings. 


Mack got one of the five hits made 


off the famous Tim Kcefe, New York 
hurlcr. He started the only double 
play of the game, being credited with 
nine putouts and two assists. 


Mack caught 10 games altogether 


before the close of the season. One of 
the pitchers he worked with was Hank 
O'Day, later a great umpire. For the 
next three years he did more than 
half the backstopping for Washington, 
working in an average of about 90 
games each season and distinguishing 
himself more by his smart, alert work 
than by any spectacular hitting. He 
was a timely batsman, dangerous in 
a" pinch, but his Ijast average was .292
